It is a

for Mayor. 
They

On his own premises 
to pump water 


on his own land for the supply of the 
citizens who may settle theron. 
It is 


something new 
in the impudence of 


monopoly that a man 
has not aright 


to dig a well upon his own land, for 
his own use, and to supply his neigh- 
bors if he sees fit. 
But according 
to 


the logic of the advocates 
of the mo- 
nopoly, Beaudry would be a monster 
ifhe gave a cup ot water to a wayfarer 
who begged it, famishing at his well.

The monopoly might at 


least 
take 
measures 
and 
construct 


works which would enable 
them to 


fully supply 
the public, 
instead 
of 


standing at the corners of the street 
and peddling 
water witli a tin-cup. 


They ought not to play the dog in tho 
manger 
by neither 
supplying 
water 


themselves 
nor permitting 
others 
to 
do so. 
Let the people look to this bus- 


iness by electing city officers who will 
take care of the public interests. 
Itis 
to be 
hoped 
that 
measures 
willbo 
taken to prevent the city election from 
being carried by the use of money and 
the purchase of votes.

manner: 
The Council first advertised 


for bids to construct 
the Main street 


sewer; K. Oay & Co. responded 
to the 


advertisement 
and 
presented 
a bid 


which was accepted 
by the City Coun- 


cil under certain 
conditions. 
It was 


claimed that the more 
acceptance 
of 


this bid, recorded 
in the minutes of 


the Council and signed 
by its Presi- 


dent, 
constituted 
a 
contract. 
Tbe 


specifications 
were furnished, the bid 


accepted and the price agreed upon, all 
making an agreement equally binding 
upon the part of 
t£. (lay A Co. and of 


the city. 
The counsel 
also claimed 
that 
the construction 
of the 
sewer 


could not be a nuisance 
according to 


the allegation of the complaint, 
as a 


sewer is an Improvement ofpublic ne- 
cessity, and although some temporary 
inconvenieneo 
might result, 
still it 


could not be 
avoided 
in any public 


work. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 


Ihe 
City 
Attorney 
argued 
that 


the 
aceeplance 
of Gay 
& 
Co's bid 


and the record of the same 
entered 
in 


the minutes of the Common Council 
did not, anil could not form a contract 
binding 
upon 
the city. 
Tbe city 


charier 
provides 
that 
any contract 


made on the part of the city amount- 
ing to $300 or upwards 
shall 
be in 


writing and signed 
by. the Mayor, or 


some person 
designated 
for the pur- 


pose. 
Such a contract had 
not been 


made, aud furthermore,the 
work thus 


fftrdone on the sewer 
had been 
con- 


tinued agaiust 
the remonstrance 
and 


expressed 
prohibition of the city au- 


thorities. 
He claimed 
that if (lay & 


Co. were justilied iv tho work Which 
they had done without show 
of au- 


thority, the 
same 
right extended 
to 


every citizen who might choose to ob- 
struct a public tboroughfare. 
The ar- 


guments 
on both sides were well sup- 


ported 
and 
urged with considerable 
tact. 
The case was finally submitted 


to the Court and a decision willprob- 
ably be rendered
